sons have been killed and m ore 
tha n 200 w'ounded in P uerto Rico. 
H e attributed this to A m erican 
rule and declared: 
“ I still insist that m y country 
be free.”

T hrough history, he said, m il­ 
lions of people have been killed 
for liberty. 
A t the present time, 
Collazo 
w ent 
on. thousands 
of 
P uerto Ricans are fighting in K o­ 
rea “for liberty of the free n a ­ 
tions of the w'orld.” 
T hen looking 
straight 
at the 
judge, he concluded: 
“ I put m y life in your hands, 
I have nothing furthe r to 
say. 
T ha n k you, your honor.” 
The judge said he had no rea- 
.son to believe that Collazo was 
not serious in w ha t he said. 
But. 
he told him, he also thinks con­ 
ditions in P uerto Rico “ha\ e n o th­ 
ing to do w ith the law or the 
m orals in this case.” 
PTirthermore. the judge said, he 
feels conditions in P uerto 
Rico 
are infinitely better 
than 
they 
w e re un d er Spanish rule.
